MEDICAL EVIDENCE

criminal proceedings was  unsatisfac-

On Wednesday, Fletcher entered the 
witness-box and described the history of his 
acquaintance with the dead girl, admitting 
that he had been intimate with her, and 
when the Court adjourned he was being cross- 
examined by Mr. Geoghegan, K.C., for the 
prosecution, after being nearly four hours in 
the box.

In reply, Mr. Justice Meredith -remarked 
that evidence had been produced that a razor 
case had been found in a drawer by Charles 
or Joseph Buchanan at 11 a.m. on the Mon- 
day morning. 

ere the police able to say, asked the 
Judge, whether the case was in the drawer 


during a search of the premises earlier in 
the dav’? The Guards had arrived there 
early. Had they made any search then? 


The jury might feel as he did in that case. 
He was not in any sense criticising the 
authorities, but he thought the system was 
unsatisfactory. The whole thing in regard 
to statements should be taken down in short- 
hand before a qualified person. Here, they 
had statements continually brought up with- 
out any proper shorthand writer or any 
lawyer present. ; 

In the present case, he said, there were 
a lot of matters like those mentioned by 
the jury that an independent investigator 
would have investigated at once and called 
for that evidence. He thought that the 
explanation in the present instance was due 
to the fact that the case, at first glance, 
seemed a very simple one, and was probably 
treated as such by the State. Once a thing 
was mentioned, it should be mentioned com- 
pletely. There they had the razor, the most 
“ag factor in the case, and nothing 
had been cleared up about that. As the 
jury pointed out, it was discovered some 
hours afterwards. It could be said that the 
razor was found close by the accused man. 
The case was only found accidentally some 
hours afterwards, and that was unfortunate. 
Mr. Geoghegan said he would put the 
question to the proper witnesses afterwards, 
and then he could make a statement regard- 
ing the matter. 


PRISONER 
CROSS-EXA MINED 


Under further cross-examination Fletcher 
said that. on the Saturday night when they 
went to Sandymount together, Miss 
Buchanan, whom he knew to have £30 in 
the bank and about £20 in cash, told him 
that the money had been spent on house- 
hold effects, and for a ‘‘ booze up” for 
relatives. He. could not say whether he 
wrote to her from London asking her to go 
over there, and he admitted that when they 
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‘been Senior Medical Officer in the Free State 
Army, attached to Portobello Barracks, 
Dublin, said that the accused man had. been 
attending him for treatment in London since 
September, 1932; and showed symptoms of 
nervous depression, dyspepsia and appendi- 
citis. He was o sated. « on for appendicitis 
in Charing Cross Hospital, On June 24 Jast 
the accused man consulted him, complaining 
of a pain in the back, and asked for a few 
days’ relief from work. He also showed 
Signs of a mild attack of malaria. 

Continuing, Dr. Heneghan said that 
Fletcher's most frequent complaint was head- 
ache and depression. He did not respond to 
treatment in a normal way. 

Judge Meredith—Did you form any opinion 
as to his mental condition?!—I formed the 
opinion that the condition which he described 
as “‘losing. himself” was symptomatic of 
the condition of epilepsy. 

Dr. W. P. O'Callaghan, assistant to the 
Professor of Public Health, National Univer- 
sity, formerly resident in Grangegorman Men- 
tal Hospital, said that a particular form of 
malaria very often produced severe mental 
disturbance. He examined the accused man 
in Mountjoy Prison, and came to the con- 
clusion that he was sane, 

Answering Mr. Haugh, witness said that it 
was possible that the accused man was subject 
to an attack of minor epilepsy on the 
occasion, There were many people both in 
Enginad and Ireland who suffered from 
occasional fits of malaria, but who were not 
subject to minor epilepsy. | 

Dr, Patrick Joseph Aird, assistant medical 
cfhcer, Grangegorman Mental Hospital, said 
that from a mere physical examination it was 
not possible to say whether a man su 
from minor epilepsy; for he might have 
suffered from it, but might show no signs of 
it at the time of examination. Having 
regard to the neurotic history of the prisoner, 
there was a strong possibility that he suffered 
from attacks of minor psy. 

Oross-examined by Mr, Beaghegan, the 
witness said that if a medical man s 
that condition he should warn the patient. 
Malaria would be a pre-disposing cause of 
such attacks. 


“ VERY NEUROTIC" 

Dr. R. R. Leeper, superintendent of St. 
Patrick’s Mental Hospital, Dublin, said that 
he examined the prisoner and came to the 
conclusion that he was sane, but very 
neurotic. Witness had not a very big ex- 
perience of malaria cases, but he did have one 
case of a man who developed homicidal ten- 
dencies. He would say that a person who 
was continually suffering from malaria might 
be reduced to a condition in which he could 
easily go wrong. He thought the prisoner 
would be susceptible to minor epilepsy. He 
would not expect a person to revive from a 
state of automatism as the result of a wound 
from a razor. It was possible for people to 
have attacks of this complaint and not to be 
aware of them. A person in such a condition 
usually did the opposite to what they were 
told. 
Mr. Justice Meredith—Your evidence is 
that it is no use warning epileptics ?—Practi- 
callv not, but we alwavs do it. 
Suppose a particular doctor had not warned 
a patient that he was suffering from the 
disease, would you infer that the doctor did 
not know he was !—It is very hard to diagnose 
it.

Dr. Leeper said that a great emotional 
strain would precipitate an attack. Sexual 
intimacy was one of the greatest emotional 
strains a man could be subjected to. 
Mr. Dunne—From .the history of the 
risoner what conclusion would you draw ?— 
‘rom his past history and from his heredity 
I would not be at all surprised if that man 
came into my hospital suffering from any 
form of mental disease. 
Mr. Haugh (cross-examining)—Is it not 
possible íor a man with a morbid mentality 
to take his own life ?-— Yes. 
Is it not possible for a morbid-minded man 
to rid himself of his own life and that of the 
person he loved ’—It is possible. 
This closed the case for the defence.

JURISDICTION OF CIRCUIT 
JUDGES 
The debate was resumed on Amendment 
35 of the Courts of Justice Bill, 1954 (Recom- 

mittal), 

Mr. FirzGERALD-KENNEY  (U.L, 
Mayo, 8.) said that this motion to reduce the 
range of actions in the Circuit Voirts frcm 
£300 to £150 was a sound one. An action 
for anything over £150 in this country was 
a very substantial one. Under the old juris- 
diction actions up to £50 were tried in the 
County Court, and anything over that in 
the High Court. The Circuit Courts at 
present were not able to cope with the amount 
of business before them. He did not think 
there was any substantial difference between 
the costs of the Circuit Coart actions and 
High Court actions. The Attorney-General 
knew well how extremely difficult it was to 
argue law points when, as on Circuit, one had 
not got a law library. Circuit Court decisions 
must be rough and ready justice, and could 
not be as correct as those which were given 
in cases which were fully heard in Dublin.

CITIZENS’ RIGHT OF APPEAL 


Mr. J, COSTELLO moved an amendment 
to secure that appeals should lie to the 
Cireuit Court judge from decisions of the 
Revenue Commissioners on every single 
point. At the moment, he said, there did 
exist appeal from the Revenue Commissioners 
in income tax cases, but he had recently dis- 
covered that there were certain matters on 
which the Revenue Commissioners said there 
was no a . These matters were tucked 
away and hidden from the knowledge of the 
public. They may have been left out in- 
advertently or otherwise, but he wanted them 
all in now. For instance, one of ’ ,ese matters 
against which they said there could be no 
Me was the question of the allowance 
allowed by the Revenue Commissioners in 
arriving at assessment of income tax. It 
was very doubtful if the Revenue Com- 
missioners in exercising their functions in 
the matter of income tax exercised the func- 
tions that they had to ‘exercise under the 
Constitution in reference to judicial powers. 
At all events, whether exercising judicial 

wers or not, there ought to be an appeal 
rom them in every respect. 

He thought the intention was that there 
should be such appeal, and he wanted to 
|make it clear by this amendment that on 
every single thing within the jurisdiction of 
the Revenne Commissioners, who were only 
two civil servants, especially in such im- 
portant and vital matters as ificome tax, 
there should be appeal to the Circuit Judge, 
who should have jurisdiction to hear all and 
sundry matters that the Revenne Commis 
sioners discharged. 


MINISTER'S REPLY 


Mr, RUTTLEDGE, Minister, said the 
objection to the amendment was, that he did 
not think it. proper to the present bill. There 
was a Revenue Code in existence since 1925, 
and whatever amendment was to be made 
with regard to the judicial powers oí the 
Revenue Commissioners should be done by 
way of amendment of the Code, and not in 
this bill. 

Mr. COSTELLO said that the Minister’s

Department. They said ‘‘ Hands off; don’t 
touch us.” He reminded the Minister that 
the bill, “al other things, dealt with 
appeals to the Cireuit Court, and one of the

— from Revenue Commissioners. 

e ATTORNEY-GENERAL said that 
this had nothing to do with the Revenue Code. 

Mr. COSTELLO asked what was the 
Revenue Code. It was nothing, he said, but 
a high-sounding phrase. He submitted that 
in considering the Courts of Justice Bill the 
Minister ought to consider whether or not 
some of the things left out in the matter of 
appeals were not proper matters for considera- 
tion in the present bull. 

The ATTORNEY-GENERAL said that the 
matter had not been raised before the Com- 
mittee on the Courts of Justice Bill. 

Mr. COSTELLO said there were certain 
things within the exclusive jurisdiction of 
two civil servants at the moment, and there 
was no appeal from their decision. Whether 
or not evidence was given before the Joint 
Committee, he was taking this opportunity of 
informing. public opinion on the matter. He 
had only made the discovery recently, and 
he was taking that earliest opportunity to get 
the matter into this bill, or some other bill. 

The ATTORNEY-GENERAL said that the 
law relating to the metheds..by which taxa- 
tion was to be levied was something that 
could. be loosely described as the Revenue 
Code, and the fact that the Circuit Court 
Judge was allowed in certain cases to inquire 
into the Revenue Commissioners’ decisions 
was accidental. Apparently the tendency of 
legislation had been to commit to the body 
known as the Special Revenue Commissioners 
regulations as to the amount of income tax 
to be collected from particular individuals. 
He did not care to express an opinion as to 
whether that was constitutional or not, but 
it seemed strange that it was allowed to go 
unchallenged all that time. He would not 
care to touch that matter in the present bill. 
Deputy Costello was familiar with the matter 
for years, and had done nothing about it. . 

Mr. COSTELLO—I° only discovered it 
recently. I gave one example of the matters 
T had in mind. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN said that the power of 
the Revenue Commissioners to get a body 
warrant was raised at the Joint Committee, 
and the Committee recommended that, the 
power of the Revenue Commissioners to im- 
prison should be taken away. 

The ATTORNEY-GENERAL said that pro- 
vision for that was being made in the bill, 
although it was strictly not appropriate to 
it, but it was being done in the interests pf 
natural justice.

HE ARCHBISHOP OF DUBLIN pre- 
+ sided_at a meeting of the Anglican and 
Eastern Churches Association [Irish 
Branch), held yesterday at the Girls’ Friendly 
Society Hall, St, Stephen’s Green, Dublin. 

The Hon. Secretary; the Rey. W. E. Van- 
deleur, Rector, Nún's Cross, Ashford, Co. 
Wicklow, stated in his report that during the 
year the Irish Branch had been able to make 
two contacts with the members of the Eastern 
Churches—the firgt in January, when members 
of the choir of the Russian Church in London 
visited Dublin, and the second in May, when 
their President, the Archbishop of Dublin, 
attended as one of the Assessors the con- 
ference between a committee from the Church 
of England to the Church of Roumania to 
discuss the question of inter-communion. They 
now awai with interest the official pro- 
ceedings of the conference in Rumania; but in 
any case further advance had been made in 
mutual respect and fellowship between the 
two Churches. The membership of their 
branch had continued to increase, and during 
the past year the Bishops of Killaloe, Lime- 
rick, Kildare and Kilmore had consented to 
become Vice-Presidents. 

An American visitor—Mr, Paul Anderson— 
speaking of the condition ef the Orthodox 
Church in Russia, said that the Orthodox 
tradition was a living tradition, but that by 
the law of the Soviet Government the practice

The State schools were not only officially 
non-religious, but were definitely anti. 
religious, and the Soviet was endeavouring to 
inculcate in the minds of 25 millions of 
children the idea that religion was a thing of 
the past, and that if one wanted to be a good 
Russian one should have nothing to do with 
it.

This 
marked the twentieth year of a life of suffer- 
ing, uncertainty and strife. 


PLIGHT OF ASSYRIANS 


For over two years the position of his 
people had been on the tapis of the League 
of Nations, ‘and no stone had been left. un- 
turned to expedite and assist them in finding 
a permanent solution to this grave problem. 
The possibilities of Brazil and British 
Guiana both failed, and for some time it. 
seemed the Assyrians might be doomed to 
remain in Iraq. Finally, France, in response 
to an appeal from the League, gave its 
assent to afford refuge to and setile his 
people in North Syria. To make a success 
of this settlement a sum of £800,000 had 
been asked for by the French Government. 
A sum of £620,000 had been promised by the 
British, Iraq and French Governments, and 
the ue of Nations. Mr. F. T. Cremins, 
the Irish Free State permanent delegate to 
the League, m a recent speech, stated, with 
the approval of President de Valera, that his 
Government would be prepared to make a 
contribution towards this object, which he 
regarded as “an important duty.” He felt 
deeply grateful te the President and the Irish 
Free State for the noble attitude adopted. 
The money was needed for the emigration of 
about 35, Assyrians from Iraq, and for 
their settlement in Syria, and their main- 
tenance until the first fruits of their labours 
were realised.

Where a company carries on life, as weil 
as industrial business, it shall not be obliged 
to keep separate funds for each. Similarly, 
companies will not be obliged to keep 
separate accounts for fire, accident, bond 


investment, employers’ liability or Roa 
Traffic Act business; but all companies will 
be obliged to keep the assets of assurance 


funds apart fronf those of any other busi- 
ness they may conduct. 


RATES OF PREMIUM 

The Minister will. be empowered to make 
orders fixing the rates of premium which 
may be charged by companies in respect of 
all or any the classes of business except 
life and industrial business. Sach. rates 
shall be revised, if necessary, by the Minister 
every three years. 

Assurance companies contravening the 
terms of the Act may be punished by fines 
of £100, and in the case of continuing 
offences, £50 per day. Where a company 
has committ an offence, every director, 
manager, secretary, or other officer of the 
firm, who is knowingly a pew: shall be 
liable to similar penalties. company con 
victed of a continuing offence for three 
months or more, may be wound-up com- 
ulsorily. . Notwithstanding any British 
tatute or Act of the Oireachtas, offences 
may be prosecuted six months after the 
Minister receives evidence, or a year after 
the commission of the offence, whichever is 
the longer.
